‘lo wnile teose young Men Who, regariins Jesus 
Carist as their God and Swcoor, accmding tu the 
Holy Scriptu es, desire lo be Ms disciples tn their 
doctrine and in ther life, aud to assuciace their 
efforts for the extension of Hs kingdom among 
young men.” On this broad platform, we recognize 
no distinction amoung those who thus believe and 
act; and no qitalilicdtion, save thatof sincerity 
} and Gunsisteiicy of life. No distinglisn of Rae 
lor Color is the.e made, bul the priviteges of 
Christian fellowship, and the advantages of 
Confederation are avcorded alik: to allyoun 
meu who love our Lord Jesus Ch-ist; and those 
wio avail themselves of these advantages, avow 
their obligation to ex:end them to all young men 
who are ready to conform to tne same sl pie 
requirements, 

‘This we conceive to be the only fair and true 
construction of the terms of the “Basis,” and 
any attempt to limitor qualify them, as caleu- 
lated to impair the usefulness of individual As- 
sociations, and essentially to weaken their con- 
federated suength. Nay, more—we look upon 
such a distinction as that above alluded to as 
contrary to the Spirit avd teaching of Christ; 
who declares in unmistakable terms and by for- 
cible illustration, every man to be our neighbor 
and entitled to our Christian sympathy and re- 
gard; and a virtual denial of the Divine truth, 
that ‘in Christ Jesas there is neither Barbarian, 
Svythian ; Bond nor Free.”
